Pair allegedly threatened man

The federal government has 
instituted a review of services 
for deaf people at 911 answer- 
ing stations throughout South- 
ern Illinois. 

Local administrators say the 
review probably is not neces- 
sary in Madison County, 
because the county’s 16 
answering stations for 911 calls 
all! have access to telecommu- 
nications devices for the deaf. 

A local deaf person’s advo- 
cate, Amy Blough of Impact 
Inc. in Aiton, said access for 
deaf people is worth monitor- 
ing. 

Blough, who is deaf herself, 
spoke to a reporter using a 
TDD machine through the Illi- 
nois Relay Service. 

“It is very important to deaf 
individuals that we are assured 
of access to the 911 system,’’ 
Blough said. “If not for this 
access, we could die or be left 
stranded somewhere without 
help on the way.’’ 

Callers using TDD communi- 
cate by typing their words into 
a machine that sends electron- 
ic signals over the phone line. 
The receiving machine reads 
the signals and displays the: 
typed words on a screen. 

Emergency 911 stations are: 
required by the federal Ameri- 
cans With Disabilities Act to 
have TDD access for each 
fa line coming into the 
location. Training of personnel 
is also required. 

During training, 911 opera- 
tors are taught to recognize 
TDD calls, even calls where 
the line seems to be silent. 

A public education program 
regarding availability of deaf 
communication devices at 911 



















stations is also required 

The federal review of 911 
stations was announced locally 
this week by U.S. Attorney W. 
Charles Grace, whose offices 
are in Fairview Heights. 


“We are reaching out to 911 
operators because effective 
communication can save 
lives,’’ Grace said in a pre- 
pared statement. 

“‘Access to 911 service has 
been a serious problem for 
millions of Americans who are 
deaf, hard of hearing, or who 
have speech impairments,” he 
said. According to Grace, the 
Department of Justice can 
seek relief in federal court if a 
911 center fails to comply with 
the ADA. 

David Whipple, 911 coordina- 
tor for Madison County, said 
he is confident that the coun- 
ty’s system meets the require- 
ments.

State releases $10.8 million for classroom expansion at two Campuses

Funding for both the MetroLink and 
the Belleville Area College expansion 
have received a $12.3 million boost 
from Gov. Jim Edgar. 

On Thursday, Edgar announced the 
rélease of $1.5 millon in state transit 
funds to the MetroLink extension from 


Airport, and $10.8 million im state fund- 
ing for library and classroom space 
leville Area College’s 
main and Red Bud campuses. 

Edgar said transportation and educa- 
tion go hand in hand, and both play an 
important role in the economic future 
of the region. 

“‘We see the very important role the 
community colleges play in the state. 
They play a very crucial role in the 


economic development of this state. All 
education is important, but none more 
than community colleges,” Edgar said. 
“*MetroLink is also very crucial to the 
economic development of this part of 
the state. This is a very important, 
new infr: addition."” 

The 8.6-mile extension of the light 
rail system from BAC to MidAmerica 
Airport also calls for three new sta- 
tions and four additional light rail vehi- 


cles at a total estimated cost of $38 


million. 

‘The $1.5 million released by the Gov- 
ernor will be matched by $1.5 million 
in from St. Clair County for 
the final engineering phase of the 
extension. 

The $108 million released to Belle- 
ville Area College will go toward the 
expansion of the library system and 
classroom space.

Wilson upset with 
annexation policy 


Others unconcerned with county plan 


Madison County mayors said they 
are largely unconcerned with the coun- 
ty’s new policy to review annexations, 
with one exception. 

Pontoon Beach Mayor Gary Wilson 
said he is not pleased with the county’s 
new policy. 

“J don’t see that the county has any 
business reviewing annexations. I 
would question whether they have a 
legal right to do that.” 

Pontoon Beach has grown significant- 
ly through annexations along Inter- 
states 255 and 270 and Horseshoe Lake 
Road. 

The County Board adopted a resolu- 
tion Wednesday to ask the State’s 
Attorney’s Office to review the conSti- 
tutionality of all future annexations. 

Only one of 23 board members pre- 
sent did not vote in favor of the new 
policy 

Alton Mayor Don Sandidge said his 
office -would take a ‘‘wait and see’’ 
attitude regarding the new policy. He 
said he also questioned the county’s 
right to review annexations. 

Granite City Mayor Ron Selph said 
he saw no problem with the new poli- 
cy. 

Kay Spence, mayor of Roxana, said 
her village has not annexed territory in 
several years and has no plans to 
grow. “I would hope that any review 
by the county would be done fairly.”’ 

Edwardsville Mayor Gary Niebur 
Said he doubted his city would ever-run 
afoul of the county’s policy 

‘The policy relies on the state’s attor- 
ney’s power of quo warranto, which 
allows the office to question the com- 
patibility of a law to state statute in a 

manner similar to the attorney gener- 

al’s powers.

Penny. When this occurs, violence many times is the result. 

“What frequently happens is that the detention usually occurs 
on the parking lot,of the store or shopping center and the people 
attempt to flee on foot,” Penny said. “Or they will either have a 
wheel man or will run to a vehicle and get behind the wheel 
themselves. We have a number of battery incidents that occur 
with the store’s security personnel when this is the case. 

“What happens is the suspect frequently escapes and the mer- 
chandise is destroyed or removed 1m the scene and it inter- 
feres with the prosecution of the case. This (new law) should 
make some of the suspects think twice before they commit the 
felony offense.’’ 

Penny said what will happen now is that a suspect will com- 
mit a felony crime by hitting a merchant on a shoplifting charge 
which is usually just a misdemeanor. 

Fairview Heights Police Chief Roger Richards said he has not 
seen many cases in the city where a merchant is actually 
attacked by the shoplifter, but the new law is a good one. 

“There have been cases where there is a need for this law,” 
Richards said.

Anything that spreads 
the word about the bird’s 
healthy meat — a red meat 
that is lower in fat, 
cholesterol and calories than 
beef, pork or chicken — is 
good for the growing 
industry, he said. 

“One local business that is 
helping to spread the word 
about ostrich meat is 
Brookie’s Tavern, six miles 
south of Waterloo. At 
Brookie’s you can get an

for $1.80. Owner Patti 
Whelan said the tavern buys 
ostrich meat for about $5.18 
a pound, and sells enough of 
the burgers to keep them on 
the menu.

When a listening post in 
Puerto Rico has its funding cut 
by ‘her superior, presidential 
Science advisor David i 
€Tom_ Skerritt), Foster is 
forced to go to private enter- 
Prise to continue her research. 
‘A mystery man provides the 
fiacking and Arroway and ‘her 
staff are soon listening for sig- 


nals in New Mexico on govern- 
ment-owned dishes. 

Days before the government 
is about to take away their 
rights to use the dishes, Arro- 
way picks up a signal coming 
from the star Vega. The signal 
contains a mathematical mes- 
sage and video images of 
Adolph Hitler at the 1936 
Olympic Games, one of the 
first images sent over the air- 
waves from Earth. 

Enter the government, repre- 
sented by national security 
advisor Michael Kitz (James 
Woods) and Drumlin, who 
wastes no time taking control 
of the situation and pushing 
Arroway aside. 

But Arroway gets back in 
the game thanks to her mys- 
tery benefactor, who reveals 
himself to be the eccentric, 
reclusive and very wealthy 
S.R. Hadden (John Hurt).

In an amazing show of interna- 
tional cooperation, the device 
gets built in four years and the 
competition begins to see who 
gets to go to make contact. 

“Contact,”’ while a welcome 
addition to a pretty mindless 
summer movie season, is not 
without its flaws. The film is 
two and a half hours long, and 
could have used some tghter 
editing. 

Director Robert Zemeckis 
uses some of the same visual 
stunts that were popular in 
“Forrest Gump,’’ but are 
unnecessary here. Two scenes 
of President Bill Clinton speak- 
ing about some vague topic 
are supposed to give the 
impression that he’s really 
talking about the alien contact.

“Men In Black’ is funny, smart

! Last summer, Will Smith 
made the world safe from 
éxtra-terrestrial invaders and 
broke box office records with 
“Independence Day.’’ This 
time, with the help of Tommy 
‘Lee Jones, he matches both 
accomplishments in the sci-fi 
comedy ‘‘Men In Black.”’ 

“Men In Black’ is smart 
id funny with first-class spe- 
al effects and creature 
signs. Jones stars as a_vet- 

€ran member of the MIB, a 
top-secret agency that answers 
to no one and keeps track of 
the aliens among us. Apparent- 
ly, Earth is a popular destina- 
tion for all sorts of odd space 
creatures and the MIB basical- 
ly leave them alone as long as 
they obey the rules and don’t 
cause trouble. 

But trouble is heading this 
way. A “bug’’ from the planet 
of giant cockroaches lands his 
ship near a farmhouse and 
commandeers the body of the 
nearby farmer (Vincent D’On- 
ofrio). His goal is to kill an 
alien ambassador and steal a 
jewel in his possession. His 
motivation is unclear; appar- 
ently, bugs thrive on causing 
trouble and destruction. The 
bad attitude must come from 
Years of being stepped on and 
swatted. 

‘Meanwhile, a policeman 
(Smith) is chasing a criminal 
through the streets of Manhat- 
tan. There should be a tip-off 
that something’s unusual when 
the crook scrambles up the 
ide of the building like Spider- 

an. The cop manages to run 
up several flights of stairs and 
still corner the thug on the 
roof. After performing some 
mhore super-human stunts, the

Elsewhere, the cockroach-in- 
fested farmer has found and 
killed the alien ambassador, 
but does not find the jewel. 
The ambassador’s people con- 
tact the MIB, and give them 
one hour to recover the jewel 
and return it to them, or they 
will destroy the planet. 

“Men In Black’’ has a lot 
going for it, but not plot, a 
common failing of this sum- 
mer’s films. There are a lot of 
clever and funny bits here — 
the MIB use tabloid newspa- 
pers for up-to-date information 
on alien activities; a penlight 
device erases short-term mem- 
ories from people who encoun- 
ter aliens, so the MIB can give 
them new ones; a large screen 
shows images of aliens hiding 
among us, and several of them 
look very familiar. 

Jones plays it just right as 
the experienced alien chaser 
Nothing fazes him. Smith is 
also good as the amazed rook- 
ie. Also putting in good perfor- 
mances are Rip Torn as Zed, 
head of the MIB, and Linda 
Fiorentino as a medical exam- 
iner who gets caught up in the 
chase.

Slay said the Art Museum expansion was 
approved in the Forest Park aster Plan, 

ich provides for a net increase of green 
space in Forest Park. 

Slay said the master plan did a good .job of 
balancing environmental considerations with 
the “needs and demands of a major cultural 
institution that wanted to spend $120 million to 
stay in the park.”

Public Health, the number of 
children with significantly ele- 
vated lead levels greater 
than 20 micrograms per decil 
ter — increases by 13 percent 
during the summer months. 

“‘Lead is an insidious poison 
that can lurk on the window 
sills and along baseboards and 
foundations,’’ said Dr. John 
Lumpkin, state public health 
director. ‘‘Children are its fre- 
quent victims, especially those 
who are 3 years of age and 
younger, since this is a time 
when their hand-to-mouth 
activities make it more likely 
for them to ingest or inhale 
lead from paint chips or dust.’’ 

Despite a nationally declin- 
ing prevalence in recent years, 
lead poisoning still poses a 
serious threat for Ilinois chil- 
dren. 

In 1996, 22.8 percent of chil- 
dren 6 and younger who were 
tested for lead poisoning had 
elevated levels. This rate is 
more than five times the

With barely any weight on its back wheels, 
however, it can be a handful if you’re care- 
less with the throttle, especially in the rain, 
when it behaves like the road was covered 
with ice.

Senseless TV 
Sensationalism 


Susie is a new home owner. Bordering on hysteri 
been having nightmares after seeing a recent series on ‘TV 

Susie just-moved into-her house. Last night she watched 
an “investigative report” that told of a couple who had to 
have their house bulldozed to the ground because their 
inspector failed to find termites. Susie is terrified it could 
happen to her 

‘The report went on to say that buyers should never, neyer 
use a building inspector recommended by an agent because 

‘agents and inspectors always connive together.’’ Reason: 

if the inspector finds something that might kill the sale he 
will avoid mentioning it for fear the agent will not give him 
any more referrals. Plus the agent does not want to chance 
the transaction dying 

Absolute rubbish! Here’s why 

The job of an inspector is to inspect, detect any problem 
areas and direct remedies for same. A good inspector is 
partial neither to the seller nor the-buyer ... nor the agent. 
He tells it as it is. For two primary reasons. 1) He probably 
will be liable for serious omissions, and 2) his reputation 
and subsequent business is at stake. 

Regarding real estate agents and inspectors ‘ 
together that, too, is blatant nonsense. 

When an agent recommends inspectors it is because 
he/or she knows the inspectors have track records of 
competency and will do a thorough job. If a problem exists 
which might cause termination of the contract, the agent 
would rather have the contract die than be haunted by the 
problem after closing. A buyer who finds a serious problem 
after he moves in which should haye been detected in a 
building inspection will not be a happy camper. And the 
first person he will blame is his real estate agent 

It is true there are a few incompetent inspectors running 
loose. But a knowledgeable agent usually knows from 
experience who they are. The buyer who selects one from 
a phone book rather than heeding an agent’s suggestions 
has no way-of knowing the good from the bad 

In an attempt at sensationalism during ratings week, the 
TV station presented a totally distorted picture.
